And here is Dr. Cadman’s answer: 


The marriage ceremony, performed by a Protestant clergy- 
man or a Jewish rabbi in good and regular standing is as valid 
in law as a marriage ceremony performed by any clergyman of 
the Roman Catholic or Greek Orthodox churches. 

No matter what may bé said or done by the various branches 
of all the churches in question, the state upholds the validity of 
so-called “mixed marriages.” The defense of Protestant rights 
in this matter is part and parcel of the defense of the common 
rights of the citizen and ean be safely intrusted to the state. 

Let us also be sure that we understand the position of the 
Roman Catholic Church on this issue. She teaches that mar- 
riage ts not only a civil contract but a sacrament. She claims 
no right, and has none, to legislate concerning the civil contract. 
But she has the same right to determine matters of her own 
faith and discipline which belong to all other religious bodies. 
Every Catholic accepts this ruling and, for that matter, so does 

‘every. Protestant. 

So long as the internal governance of their respective com- 
munions does not prejudice the common weal, their rules: are 
entirely the affair of those communions, binding on them alone 
and of no other organization.
